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THE LAST APPEAL. 


In three days, most of the English boroughs will 
have decided the issue remitted to them by the 
Crown, and by the end of next week the new 
Parliament of England will have come into exist- 


ence. 


There is a time for all things, and the time has 
not come for a statement of all that has been 
done, to make the present general election the 
means of bringing a large accession to the 
strength of the Voluntary party. Neither will we 


expend time or r in describing the prospect 
held out to us by present appearances, seeing 
that expectation will so soon be ripened into cer- 
tainty, or be falsified by — There 
yet remain days, or hours, for action—for sus- 
tained, or renewed, exertion on behalf of the 
cause for which we plead, and just now we care 
to do little else than to urge every Volun to 
act with a fidelity which will leave him with a 
clear conscience, let the result of the conflict be 
what it may. 


First, let us caution our friends, everywhere, 
not to be lulled into false security. It would well 
suit the clubs and cliques to get rid of some of 
those Nonconformists whose presence in the 
House of Commons is at once a symbol of a 
great power without, and an embodiment of 


uncom ising ciples within. To trip u 
such at the twit hove, would delight Whigs 
scarcely less than Tories; and it will tly abate 
the value of general success, if we suffer the loss of 
a section of our present tried supporters. Further, 
we urge the ity for vigilance, and for effort, 
to prevent such a result, because the independence 
which lately led some of those to whom we allude 
to vote with their consciences, rather than with 
the Ministry, has exposed them to the assaults of 
those who, while denouncing coalitions, are them- 
selves coalescing in appeals to —— passion, 
against the claims of justice and humanity. 

Next, let no candidate go to the poll without 
undergoing some amount of catechising in respect 
to ecclesiastical questions. It is exercise 
for the elector, and still better for the man 
who asks for his vote. It ventilates important 
principles, and disseminates the knowledge of im- 

rtant facts. The mass of candidates are, it must 
be confessed, wretchedly ignorant on some points 
which to us are as familiar as household words. 
They belong to a class who have been wont to 
taboo everything belonging to Church and State 
connexion, as a unseasonable, or imperti- 
nent. It is easy now to seize them by the button- 
hole and to compel attention; and, we will add, it 
is easy to convict some of them of contradic- 
tions and absurdities, the exposure of which 
would render excellent service to our cause. 
Why, for instance, should Mr. James Wilson 
and Mr. Thomas Chambers be allowed to 
ride off on general expressions of hostility to 
the principle of religious endowments, coupled 
with a determination only to resist the extension 
of the principle, and to “ mitigate its pressure? 
Why not ask General Wyndham and Mr. Palk 
how they hope to obtain the Church reform, and 
the purity they desiderate, in connexion with a 
system which creates abuse and fosters corrup- 
tion? And why should not the onus be thrown 


on Mr. Charlesworth and others, who are profuse 
in their expressions of attachment to the cause of 
religious liberty in the broadest sense of the 


230} term,” to show that their desire to secure the 


rights of others can ibly have effect so lo 
as an Establishment is upheld “as an integ 
part of the Constitution? 

It is high time to substitute something for these 
vague, and often empty, expressions of zeal on 
behalf of religious liberty. A candidate in the 
present day, whatever may be his secret feelings, 
no more dare say that he is against religious 
liberty, than that he is for cropping Noncon- 
formists’ ears. But he may say the reverse, and 
yet may withhold ev ing that we are at 

t struggling to obtain. If that be so, it is 

that we should know it at once, and set 
him down for what he is; while, on the other 
hand, if he has the will to give us real help, both 
his hands and ours will be — by a 
knowledge of the fact. 

Let there, also, be no squeamishness in extract- 
ing as much as ible from candidates in the 
way of specific pledges. It would, of course, be 
more satisfactory to support men for their prin- 
ciples, with the confidence that the right votes 
would come out of the principles. But if we have 
to deal with men without decided views, we may 
as well profit by the circumstance as let our oppo- 
nents do so. Already we have heard of cases 
where, contrary to expectation, votes have been 
promised in support, not of Sir W. Clay's Bill 
only, but of the more advanced motion of 
Mr. Miall. There is hope, too, of the new 
race of county members. Fifteen county seats 
are handed over to the Liberals by the Conserva- 
tives, and some of the gentlemen chosen to occupy 
them have shown themselves to be watchers of 
the signs of the times, and to be conscious of the 
inutility of the old-fashioned resistance to change 
of every sort. 

It is a significant fact that the great majority 
of the candidates have felt it needful to make 
some reference to Church-rates, and that of those 
who express a wish for their abolition very few 
do it with limitation or reserve. Clearly we shall 
lose nothing by the postponement of Sir William 
Clay's Bill; but let it be remembered that the new 
Parliament ought to yield not a majority only— 
that has been attained these two sessions—but 
such a decisive majority as will — 4 any Go- 
vernment—be it Palmerston, Russell, or Glad- 
stone—finally to dispose of the irksome question. 
We observe that the idea of an equivalent is still 
clung to, and that Lord John Russell has 
rently slidden down from the high gro of 
“ national h e to religion, to that of solici- 
tude for the safety of the fabrics. To such repre- 
sentations the Abolitionists have a right to reply, 
that the finding of an equivalent does not devolve 
on them—that they are the only party who have 
a scheme—and that that scheme is popular out 
of doors, and has received a large amount of 
sanction within the House of Commons. To 
say that we must wait until somebody pro- 
poses something else, is me to refuse alto- 

er what we each ask. And what shall be 
said of the few Liberals, and of the Liberal Con- 
servatives,” who would make no concession, but 
who hug the Church-rate to their bosoms as 
though it were the very centre and life-spring of 
their system? Why, simply this, that there is no 
reason why u Dissenter should cross the threshold 
of his door in support of such candidates. We 
have not of late been unreasonably rigid in our 
demands. We have shown our ability and our 
willingness to suit ourselves to circumstances, and 
to create and advance a policy, as well as zealously 
to advocate a principle. But if there is any limit 
to forbearance, it is surely to be found here; for 
if the extinction of Church-rates is not to be con- 
ceded, what else is there in the shape of ecclesias- 
tical reform that there is a chance of obtaining ? 

We have no wish to append to these sugges 
tions a diatribe against the Palmerston Adminis- 
tration—that is “beginning to be a = of 
su ation. It is, however, impossible to 
arbid calling attention to the fact, that the pledges

Upon this the ree Press 
advises the Dissenting electors not to give unwise 
and premature pledges : “ Let us, by no entreaties, 
then, commit ourselves to either of the two candi- 
dates now before us, unless he distinctly promise 
that he will, at the very least, express his opinion 
(by supportigg Mr. Miall’s motion), that under the 
existing circimstances of Ireland, it is not expe- 
dient to support religion by State endowments, or 
grants of public money.” 

The course taken by the Aberdeen Dissenters 
may be followed in other constituencies. ‘The 
q uestions submitted by them may be usefully sub- 
mitted to candidates, and are well adapted to 
promote the cause of religious equality at the 
ensuing election. In not a few counties where 
Dissenters are numerous or influential, the above 
or similar questions might be asked at the 
husti - and if no other result followed, it 
would be the means of calling attention to broad 
and just principles of ecclesiastical legislation, on 
which candidates are for the most part woefully 
ignorant.

Upon the whole, their 
lordships, after the most anxious consideration, have 
come to the conclusion that crosses, as distinguished 
fyom crucifixes, have been in use as ornaments of 
churches from the earliest periods of Christianity; that 
when used as mere emblems of the Christian faith, aud 
not as of superstitious reverence, they may 
still lawfully be crected as architectural decorations 
of churches; that the wooden cross erected on the 
chaucel screen of St. Barnabas is to be considered

Gentlemen,—Parliament havi been disselved in 
order that the electors of the United Kingdom may have 
an opportunity of ee their opinion on the exist- 
ing state of public rs, I present myself to you as a 
candidate for the continuance of that confidence with 
which, as your representative, I have so long been

The question which is submitted to the judgment of

In none of the metropolitan boroughs is 
there any chance of the return of Conserva- 
tives. ival candidates, wherever opposition 
exists, are of equally advanced opinions, Per- 
sonal preferences, rather than political differences, 
are the grounds of contest. But such large con- 
stituencies, though excluding men of a penne 
creed, have a tendency also to shut out efh- 
cient and distinguished men who are not 
supported by large pecuniary means.

nd that he had resided two years, by the act of 

owner, in a State where slavery was prohibited by 
its Constitution, and afterwards in a territory from 
which it was prohibited by the Missouri Compromise. 
The Supreme Court denies the validity of his claim, 
and decides the following points: — 


First—That Scott being a negro is not a citizen, inas- 
much as men of the African race, whether slave or free, 
are not citizens of the United States. He cannot, there- 
fore, sue in the courts of the United States. 

Second—The ordinance of 1787 had no independent 
constitutional force or legal effect subsequently to the 
adoption of the Constitution, and could not operate of it- 
self to confer freedom or citizenship within the Northwest 
Territory upon negroes, not citizens by the Constitution. 

Third—The act of 1820, commonly called the Mis- 
souri Compromise, in so far as it undertook to exclude 
negro slavery from, and give freedom and citizenship to 
negroes in, the northern part of the Louisiana soul, 
was a tive act exceeding the powers of Congress, 
and void and of no legal effect to that end,
